Spell" From Reforms 


PARIS, France.—W)—The People's 


Front, union of Leftist political par- 
ties, won a solid victory in Sunday's 
run-off 
cantonal elections virtually 


complete returns showed, 
assuring 


Premier Camilla Chautempts' govern- 
ment of continued support. 


All cabinet members won in the run- 


offs, hid to decide election contests in 
which no candidate won a clear ma- 
jority a week ago. Undersecretary for 
Merchant Marine Henri Tasso was the 
last government member to be elected. 


Former Premier Edouard Herriot; 


Francois de Tessan, Undersecretary for 
Foreign Affairs; Jean Baptiste Lobas, 
Minister of Communications; and Jean 
Zay, Minister of Education, all won 
local government seats. 


UUnofficial returns gave People's 


Front candidates 694 of the contested 
local council seats divided thus: Radi- 
cal Socialists 483, Socialists 188, Com- 
munists 23. Rightist opposition parties 
won about 500 seats. 


The vote assured there will be little 


change in the lineup of regional coun- 
cils, with Ihe Radical Socialists holding 
the gieulesl strength. 


Franco Holds Key 


to Spanish Issue 


Withdrawal o f Foreign 


Volunteers Actually 
Rests With Rebels 


By the Associated Press 


Insurgent Generalissimo Francisco 


Franco was advanced Monday as hold- 
ing the final say-so on any non-inter- 
vention steup to get foreign volunteers 
out of the Spanish civil war. 


'Some observers said Germany and 


Italy might agree to the demands of 
France and England for withdrawal 
o fvolunteers, but pointed out that 
Franco could throw a monkey-wrench 
into the proceedings by refusing to 
order foreign troops to leave Spain. 


An official (Stefani) news agency 


bulletin in Rome estimated Italian vol- 
unteers in Spain at about 40,000, 


The Spanish insurgents, shifting their 


attack on the Biscayan front in north- 
west Spain from mountainous terri- 
tory to the coastal plain, drove past 
Colunga, Asturian fishing port about 
11 miles west of Villaviciosa. 


Action in the world's other major 


conflict, the Far Eastern war between 
China and Japan, centered on a furious 
bombardment along the 
deadlocked 


Shanghai front. 


There was a battle-lq-the-death at 


Tazang, five miles away from Shang- 
hai, in which Chinese authorities said 
1,400 of their "battalion of death" and 
mor than 3,000 Japanese were killed.
